Counteſs, who he knew was fond 
of her Daughter to that degree, that 
for her Repoſe (he was even willin 
to behold the Sacrifice of her Ho- 
nour to this Prince, whom {the knew 
Herizione loved even to Death; fo 
fond, ſo blindly fond is Nature - 
And indeed after a little time that 
he lay there conceal'd, he reap'd all 
the SatisfaCtion that Love could give 
him, or his Youth could wiſh, with 
I 5 all 
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all the Freedom imaginable.. He 
only made Vows of renouncing all 
other Women, what Ties or Oblþ 
gations ſoever he had upon* him; 
and to refipn himfelf intirely up to 
Hermiofte, I know not what new 
Charms he had found by frequent 
Converſation with her, and being 
uninterrupted by the fight of any 
other Ladies ; but 'tis moſt certain, 
my Lord, he grew to that excels of

He'told her 
he look'd upon himſelf as married 
to no Woman but herſelf, to whom, 
by a thouſand ſolemn Vows he had 
contracted himſelf, and that he would 
never own any other while he hv'd, 
let Fortune do what ſhe pleasd with 
him. © Hermione thriving hitherto ſo

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his Vows, yet the World would till 
eſteem the Princeſs his. Wife, and 


her ſelf only as a Proſtitute to his:

ſhe has a natural Power to pleaſe a- 
bove the reſt of her dull Sex ; and 1 


can 
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tan abate her a Face and Shape, and 
Jet wie her for Beauty with any of 
the celebrated ones of France. 

I found by the manner of his ſay- 
ing this, that he was.really charm'd, 
and paſt all Retrieve, bewitch'd to * 
this Lady. I found it vain therefore 
to-preſs him to a Separation, or to leſ- 
| ſen his Paſſion z but on the contrary 
told him there was a time for all 
things 3 if Fate had ſo ordaind it 
that he muſt love. . But I beſought 
him with all the Eloquence of per- 
| f& Duty and Friend{hip not to ſuf 
fer bis Paſſion to ſurmount his Am- 
bition and his Reaſon, ſo far as to 
negle& his Intereſt and Safety ;z and 
for a little Pleaſure with a Woman, 
ſuffer all his Friefids to periſh that 
had woven their Fortunes with his, 
and muſt ſtand or fall as he thrivd : 
I implor'd him not to caſt away the. 
' Good Canſe which was ſo far ad- 
vanc'd, and that yet, notwithſtand- 
ig this Diſcourſe, might all be re- 
trieved by his Condut and good 
| Manage- 
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Management. That I knew, how- 
ever the King appeared in outward 
ſhew to be offended, that it was yet 
in his Power to calm the greateſt 
 \Tempeſt this Diſcovery had raiſed: 
That 'twas but caſting himſelf at 
his Majeſty's Feet, and begging his 
Mercy, by a Confeſſion of the Truth 
of ſome part of the Matter; and that 
it was impoſlible he could fail of a 
Pardon from ſoindulgent a Monarch 
as he had offended: That there 
was no Action could wholly raze 
out of- the King's Heart that Ten- 


derneſs and Pallen he had ever ex- 


preſſed towards him; and his Peace 
might be made- with all the Fact- 
lity imaginable. To this he urged 
a very great Reluctancy, and cry'd 
he would ſooner die, than by a

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At this I ſmil'd, and asking his High-

To this I re- 
ply'd, That their Fears would be ve- 
ry .ſhort livd 3 for as ſoon as he 
had by his Submiſſion and Confe(- 
lion gained his Pardon, he had no 
more to do but to renounce all he 
had ſaid, leave the Court, and put 
himſelf into the Proteftion of his 
Friends, who were ready to _ 

Mm, 
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him. That he need but appear a- 
broad a little time, and he would ſee 
himſelf addreſsd to again by all of the 
Hugonot Party, who would quickly 
put him into a Condition of fearing 
nothing. 
| My Councel, with the ſame Per- 
fwaſion from all of Quality of the 
Party, who came to ſee him, was at 
laft approved of by him, and he be- 
gan to ſay a thouſand things to af- 


ſure me of his Fidelity to hig Friends - 


and the Faction, which he vow'd 
never to forſake for any other In- 
tereſt, but to ſtand or fall in its De- 
fence; and that he was refolved to 
be a King or Nothing 3 and that he 
would put in PraQtice all the Arts 
and Stratagems of Cunning, as well 
as Force, to attain to this Glorious 
End, however crooked and indire(t 
they might appear to Fools. How- 
ever he conceived the firſt neceſſiry 
Step to this, was the getting his Par- 
don, to gam a little time to manage 


things anew, to the beſt Advantage: 
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That at preſent all things were at 
a ſtand without Life or Morion, 
wanting the fight of himſelf who 
was the very Life and Soul of Mo- 
tion 3 the Axle-tree'that could turn 
the Wheel of Fortune round again. 
And now he 'had 'talk'd himſelf 
mto Senſe again 3 he cry'd——— 0b 
wy Tomaſo!

asked her who ſhe had conceald in 
her Cloſet, She endeavoured to put 
him off with ſome feign'd Replies,

Confuſion, the more the King was 
Inquifitive, and urged her to give 
him. the Key of her Caberct : Bur 
ſhe, who knew the Life of the Prince 
would be in very great Danper, 
ſhould he be taken fo, and knew on 
the other ſjde, that to deny it would 
betray the Truth as rouch as his 
Diſcovery would, and cavlſc him <i- 
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-ther to force. the Key or the Door,

never ſo ignominious, upon the leaſt 
breaking out of har Lord : That he 
ſhould utterly abandon thoſe of the

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falſe and unreaſonable Pretenſions to 
the Crown , which was only the

Thus with the Vertue and Goodneſs 
of an Angel, ſhe pleaded with ſuch 
moving Eloquence.,, mix'd with 
Tears, from beautiful Eyes, that ſhe 
faild not to ſoften the Royal Heart, 
who knew not how to be deat when 
Beauty pleaded : Yet he would not 
ſ:zem to yield ſo ſuddenly, leaſt it 
ſhould be imagined he had too light 
a Senſe of his Treaſons, which, 1n 
any other great Man, would have 
been puniſhed with no leſs than 
Death: Yet, asfhe pleaded, he grew 
calmer, and ſuffered it without ln- 
terruption, till ſhe waited -for his 
Reply 3 and obliged him by her Si- 
lence to ſpeak. He numbers up_.the 
Obligations he had heaped on her 
Huſband 3 how he had, by putting 
all Places of great Command and 
Intereſt into his Hands, made him 
the greateſt Prince and Favourite, of

nitely happier than a Monarch : 
That he had all the Glory and Power 
of one, and wanted but the Care : 
All the Sweets of Empire, while all

| nite Ingra:itude, and want of Ho- 
nour 3 with all the Folly of ambj- 
tious Youth: And left nothing un-

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forth, as immediately he did (ha- 
ving . heard all that hal paſs'd) 


and threw: himſelf at his Majeſty's 


Feet : And this was the critical Mi- 


'nute he was to ſnatch for the gain- 


ing his Point, and of which he made 
a moſt admirable uſe. He call*d up 
all the Force of neceſIiry Diſhmula- 
tion, Tenderaeſs to his Voice, Tears 
to his Eyes, and Trembling to: his 
Hands, that ſtay'd the too willing 
and melting Monarch by his Robe, 
till he had heard him implore, and 
granted 'him his Pity : Nor did he 


quit his hold , till the King cry'd 


with a ſoft Voice Riſe——at 
which he was afſured of what he 
asked, He refuſed however to riſe, 
till the Pardon was pronounced. He 
own'd himlſe}f the greateſt Criminal 
in Nature; that he was drawn fro 
his Allegiance by the moſt fſubtile 


 . Artifices of his Enemies, who un- 


der falſe Friend(hips had allur'd his 
Hopes with gilded Promiſes; and 
waich he now too plainly faw were 


K 4 +» Degas 
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Deſigns to propagate heir own pri- 
vate Intereſts, and not his Glory, 


He humbly beſought his Majeſty. 


to make ſome gracious Allowances 
for his Vanities of Youth, and tobe- 
lteve now he. had fo dearly bought 
Diſcreston, at almoſt the price. of 
his - Majeſty's eternal - Diſpleaſure, 
that he would reform, and lead fo 
good a Life, fo abſolutely from any 
' appearance of Ambition, that his 
Majeſty ſhould ſee he had not a 
more faithful Subject than himſelf, 
In fine, he found himſelf, by this 
Acknowledgment he had begun 
with, to advance yet farther : Nor 
would his Majeſty be fatisfied 
without the whole Scene of the 
Matters and how they were to have 
ſurprized and ſeized him; where, 
and by what Numbers. All which 
he was forced to give an Account 
of; fince now to have fallen back, 
when .he was in their- Hands, had 
been his infallible Ruine, All 
which he perform'd with as much 
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Tenderneſs and Reſpc& to his 
Friends concern'd, as if his own Life 
had been depending : And tho' he 
were extreamly preſt to diſcover 
ſome of the great ones of the Party, 
| .he would never give his conſent to 
an Action ſo mean, as to be an E- 
vidence. All that could be got from 
bim farther, was, to promiſe his Ma- 
jeſty to give under his Hand, what 
he had 1n private confeſs'd to him; 
with which the King remained very 
well fatisfy'd, and order*'d him- to 
come to Court the next day. Thus 
for .that Night they parted, with: 
infinite Careflcs on the King's part, 
and no little :Joy on his. His Ma- 
jeſty was no ſooner gone, but he 
gave immediate order to the Se- 
cretaries of State, to draw up his 
ParJor,which was done, with fo good 
Speed, that he had it in his own 
Hands the next day. When he came 
to Court 'tis not to be imagin'd the 
durprize it was to all to behold the 
Man, in the greateſt State imagi-

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nable, who but Yeſterday was to 


have been Crucified at any Price: 
And thoſe, , who moſt exclajm'd a- 


gainſt him, were the firſt that paid 


'* him Homage, and careſs'd him-at the 
higheſt: rates only the moſt Wile 
and Judicious, propheſied his Glo- 
Ties were not of a long Continuati- 
on. The King wade .no- Vilits 


where the Prince did not publickly: 


appcar; He told all People, with 
infinite Joy, that the Prince had 
confeſſed the whole Plot, and that 
he would give it under his Hand 
| and Seal, inorder to having it pub- 
| ©  Jiſhed thro'out all France, for the 
| Satisfaction of all thoſe, who had 
been deluded and deceived by our 
ſpecious Pretences 3 and for the Ter- 
ror of thote, who had any ways ad- 
hered to ſo pernicious a Villainy: So 
that. he met with nothing but Re- 
proaches from thoſe of our own Par- 
ty at Court : For there were many, 
who, hitherto were unſutpetted , 
and who now, out of fear of being 
| betray'd

' betray'd by the Prince, wefe ready 
to fall at the King's Feet and con- 
'fels all: Others there were, that 
left the Court and Town upon it. 
| In fine, the face of things ſeem'd ex- 
treamly altered, while 'the Prince 
bore himſclf like a Perſon who had 
the Misfortune juſtly to he beneath 
the Exclamations of a diſobliged 
 Multitude, as they at leaſt imagined, 
and bore all, as if their Fears had 
been true, without {> much as of- 
fering at his Juſtjfication, to con- 
firm his Majeſty's good Opinion of 
him : He added to his Pardon a Pre- 
ſent of twenty” thouſand Crowns 3 
half of it being paid, the next ,day 
after his coming to Court. And in

Court : She uſed to tell him he was 


a handſome Youth, and ſhe loved 
his Mother well; that he danced 
finely, and ſhe had rather {ce him 
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in a Ball at Court, than in Rebellion. 
in the Field; and often to this pur- 


poſe her Love would rally him 3 
and now ſhew'd no leſs concern of 
Joy for his Reconciliation 3 and look- 
ing on him, as a true Convert, fell 
a-railing, with all. the Malice and 
Wit-ſhe could invent, at thofe pub- 
lick ſpirited Knaves who had ſedu- 
cd him. - She raild on, and curſed 
thoſe Politicks which had betrayed 
him, to almoſt Ruine it ſelf. The 
Prince heard her with all the Pati- 
ence he could, for ſome time, but 
when he found her touch him ſo 
tenderly, and name ' h1s Friends, as 
if he had own'd any ſuch 1i]l Coun- 
cellors, his Colour came into his 
Face, and he could not forbear de- 
fending us with all the . Force of 
Friendſhip. He told her he knew 
of no ſuch Seducers, no Villains of 
tne Party, nor of any trayterous De- 
ſign, that either himſelf, or any Man 
in France, had ever harboured : At 
which, (he growing to upbraid him, 

| in, 
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19 a manner tov paſtionate,he thought 
it decent to end his Viſit, and left 
her very abruptly. *At his going 
out he met with the Duke of —-—- 
Brother to the-Dutcheſs, going to 
viſit her: Ez paſſant a very indifferent 
Ceremony paſsd on both fides, for 
this Duke never had entertain'd a 
Friendſhip, or ſcarce Reſpect for Ce- 
ſarioz but going into his Siſter's, the 
Dutcheſs her Chamber, he found her 
all in a Rage at the Prince's ſo publick 
Defence of the Hugonots, and their 
Allies; and the Duke entring, they. 
told him what had. paſsd. This 
was a very great Pleaſure to him, 
who had a mortal Hate at this time 
to the Prince.

made. - But however fecret, one 
may imagine an Amour to be kept,

than ' ſuſpeted ; Whether this, or - 
the Captain before nam'd, imagined 
to find me at the Houſe of the

After diſcourfing of ſeveral things, 
and of the Fate of ſeveral Perſons, it 
was Bed- time,and they taking Leave, 
each Man departed to his Cham- 
ber.

tho, if ſhe had at this very time 
been pat to her ſober Choice, which 
ſhe would have abandoned, it would 
have been PhHazder, as not 1n 1o 
good Circumſtances at that time to 
gratify all her Extravagancies of Ex- 
pence but ſhe could not indure to 
think of lohng either : She was

Away goes the Footman, and waited 
till the ſhutting in of the Evening, 
and then, running to his Lord, told 
him Philander was come to thoſe

that has nndone me, I leave to you the 
Empire of her Heart but have a care, 
ſaid he, (and Sighing laid his Arms 
about his Neck) for ever you with 
all that Stock cf Charms, ſhe will at laſt 
betray: I wiſh her well-— ſo well as 
to repent of all ber Wrongs to me-—— 
'Tis all I bave to ſay. What Philan- 
der could urge, being 1mpoſlible to 
prevail with him : And begging his 
Pardon and Friendſhip ( which was 
granted by OFavio, and 1mplor'd on 
his fide from Phzlander)he rook a ring 
of a great value from his Finger, and 
preſented it to Philander, and beg'd 
him to keep it for his Stakes and to 
remember him while he did fo : They 
Kiſt, and Sighing parted.

Prince, nor Senfe of a Gentleman

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the diforder his Head and Heart 
were in, for want of that natural reſt 
he never after found. When he came 
to Parzs, he fell at the Feer of his 
Majzity, to whom they brought 
him , and with a Shower of Tears 
bedewing his Sheoes, 2s he Jay pro- 
ſtrate, beſought his Pardon, and 
ask'd his Life 5 perhaps one of his 
greateſt weaknelies to imagine, he 
could hope for Mercy after ſo many 
Pardons for the ſame fault 3 and 
which, if he had had but one grain 
of that Bravery left him, he was 
wont to be Maiter of, he could not 
have expected 3 nor have had the 
confidence to have 1mplor*d ; and he 
was # poor Sp<Ctacle of pity to all 
that once adored him; to ſee how 


he petitioned in vain for Life; which. | 


if it had been granted, had been of 

no other uſe to him, but to have 

paſt in ſome corner of the Earth 

with Hermione , diſpisd by all the 

reſt: and tho' he fetch'd Tears of Pi- 

ty from the Eyes of the beſt _ 
| mo 
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moſt merciful of Kings, he could not 
gain on his firſt reſolution 3 which 


| was never to forgive him that Scur- 


rillous Declaration he had diſperſed 
at his firſt Landirig jn France 3 that 
he took upon him the Title of King, 
he could forgivez” that he had been 
the cauſe of ſo much Blood-ſhed, 
he could forgive, but never that 
unworthy Scandal on his unſpotted 


{ Fanie; of which 'he was much more 


nice, than of, his Crown or Life ; 
and left him ( as he told him this ) 
proſtrate on the Earth, when the 
Guards took him up and convey. 
ed him to the Baſtzle : As he came 
out of. the Loxre, t1z ſaid he look'd 
with his wonted Grace, only a Lan- 
guiſhment ſat there 1n greater Beay- 


| ty, than poſlible all his gayer looks 


ever put on, at leaſt in his Cir- 
cumſtances ; all that beheld him 
imagined ſo; all the Pariſfans were 
crowded in vaſt Numbers to ſee 
him : And oh, ſee what Fortune 


| is, thoſe that had vow'd him Alle- 
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glance 1n their Hearts, and were 
upon all occaſions ready to riſe in 
Mutiny for his leaſt Intereſt, now 
ſaw him, and ſuffered him to be 
carried to the Baſtile with a ſmall

This deplorable News was not lon 
in coming to Hermione, who mul 
receive this due, That when ſhe heard 


her Hero was dead, ( and with bim 


all her dearer- Greatneſs gone, ) ſhe 
betook her ſelf to her Bed, and made 
a Vow ſhe would never riſe nor eat 
more 3 and ſhe was as good as' her 
word, ſhe lay in that melancholy e- 
ſtate about Ten Days, making the 


moſt piteous Moan for her dead Lover 


that eer was heard, drowning her 
Pillow in Tears, and (ighing out. her 
Soul, She called on him 10 vain as 
long as ſhe could ſpeak, at laſt ſhe fell 
into a Lethargy and dreamed of him, 
till (he could dream no more; an 
everlaſting (Jeep cloſed her fair Eyes,
